sary. Candidates admitted to the examination will be 
informed at what place, at what time and on what dates 
they should present themselves. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
this examination will be 20, of which 5 will be reserved 
for Scheduled Cartes and Scheduled Tribes. 

The number of vacancies is liable to alteration. 

3. Applications .with connected papers should be sub- 
mitted In accordance with the Instructions to Candidates 
and should reach the Union Public Service Commission 
on or before the 18th September 1954. Applications from 
candidates residing abroad should reach the Commission 
not later than the 1st October 1954. Copies of the appli- 
cation forms and other connected papers may be obtained 
direct from the Secretary, Union Public Service Commis- 
sion, Dholpur House, Post Box No. 186, New Delhi. 

4. The following categories of persons shall be eligible 
to sit for the examination :■ — 

(i) Persons included in List No. IX and not appointed 
to the Regular Temporary Establishment of 
Assistant Superintendents at its initial consti- 
tution, provided they are either permanent in 
Grade IV or are working in ofilces in which posts 
of Assistants are included in the Central Secre- 
tariat Service ; or are working in other offices 
with the concurrence of the Central Secretariat 
Service Selection Board and without prejudice to 
their position in the Central Secretariat Service. 

(ii) Persons who have been confirmed or are on 
probation in Grade IV of the Central Secretariat 
Service with effect from a date not later than 1st 
January 1954 and whose seniority as Assistant

(iii) Permanent displaced Government servants and 
members of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes working in Category B or C posts of the 
Central Secretariat Service whose seniority as 
Assistant counts from a date earlier than the 1st 
January 1951 irrespective of whether or not they 
are permanent in Grade IV. 

5. No Assistant shall be allowed more than three 
chances to compete in the examination.

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission. 


9. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have 
been tampered with or of making statements which are 
incorrect or false or suppressing material information or 
of using or attempting to use unfair means in the 
examination hall or otherwise resorting to any other 
irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to 
the examination may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to a criminal prosecution, be debarred either 
permanently or for a specified period from—
